Mr.  Chaiman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Report  for  the 
Year  1947  on  the  Health  of  the  Urban  District. 

The  Registrar  General’s  Statistics,  essential  for 
an  imnual  Report,  are  not  available  earlier  than  July  of 
the  year  succeeding  that  to  which  they  relate. 

On  the  "appointed  day"  - 5th.  July,  1948  - there 
came  into  operation  those  great  Acts  of  Parliament 
relating  to  Health  and  Social  V/elfare  which  are 
now  so  ’vvell  known  to  us  all. 

On  the  1st,  July,  1S48,  I assumed  new  duties  as 
Chief  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  the 
County  Offices  at  Preston  and  became  at  once  fully 
occupied  in  the  tasks  occasioned  by  the  nev/  legislation. 

These  three  related  circumstances  have  caused 
delays  in  submitting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1947;  delays  for  v/hich  I apologise,  but  which  I 
have  been  unable  to  avoid. 

Health  Work  in  the  Urban  District  proceeded  in  the 
main  satisfactorily  during  the  year  1947«  Good  use  was 
made  of  the  welfare  facilities  available  for  Infants 
aiid  School  Children  by  many  parents  who  brought 
forward  individual  problems  and  v/ere  helped. 
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As  usual,  one  or  two  individuals  evinced  lack  of 
care  for  their  children,  and  the  parents  and  the  children 
concerned  had  to  he  watched  and  appropria.tely  dealt  with. 

It  is  pleasing  to  have  no  puerperal  mortality  to 
record.  Oiir  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  (or  number  of 
deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age  per  1,000  live 
births)  at  74  is  scarcely  excessive,  \7here  the  population 
is  a small  one  and  the  total  number  of  such  deaths  in 
a year  is  also  small,  one  cannot  draw  very  certain 
inferences  from  such  statistics.  Review  of  the  deaths 
in  1947  of*  infants  under  1 year  of  age  shov/  that  the 
majority  were  attributable  to  factors  for  which  in  the 
present  state  of  our  knowledge  we  know  no  remedy.  It 
behoves  us  all  to  try- to  improve  this  figure,  often 
regarded  as  the  most  important  single  index  of  a 
community's  health-consciousness,  and  to  see  that  no 
carelessness  allov/s  infant  life  to  be  endangered. 

Our  diphtheria  iramunisation  figures  are  agreeably 
high  and  an  improvement  on  the  good  figures  for  194^* 
V/here  three  quarters  of  the  child  iDopulation  is 
protected,  it  is  almost  impossible  for  diphtheria  to 
est^lish  itself.  This  provides  for  the  safety  of  the 
community,  but  the  safety  of  the  individual  child 
demands  its  own  immunisation.  Every  parent  should  make 
the  necessary  arrangements  throu^  the  Welfare  Centre 
at  the  Town  Hall  or  through  the  Council  Offices,  as  soon 
as  the  child  reaches  the  age  of  6 months,  and  the 
immunisation  service  will  then  be  arranged  without  delay. 

In  my,  report  for  the  year  194^,  I drew  attention 
to  the  need  for  careful  attention  to  the  conditions 
under  which  milk  was  produced  in  the  District,  During 
1947  several  visits  of  inspection  were  paid  to  farms 
and  dexiries;  and  care  improved  proportionately  to  the 
nxmber  of  visits  made.  The  interest  shown  by  the  Local 
authority  responsible  is  the  most  important  factor  in 
the  production  of  clean  milk. 
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G-reat  changes  are  upon  us  as  this  is  written.  But 
'there  is  nothing  nev/  under  the  sun';  human  nature 
does  not  change;  and  one  must  'bev^are  of  expecting  too 
much  as  a result  of  planning  anc  new  legislation  alone. 
However  good  these  may  he  in  then.selves,  they  do  not 
alter  individuals.  Individual  reaction  and  hehaviour 
are  the  most  important  factors  in  reform  and  progress, 
and  still.1  require  the  attention  of  the  local 
representatives  of  the  Health  Services  on  the  spot.  No 
Plan  rrr  Statute  can  do  more  than  the  Health  Visitor 
or  Co of  or  or  Sanitary  Inspector  who  helps  to 
a.dirini  s b ev  j.t , 

There  is  iiideed,  no  effective  suhstitute  for 
honest  individual  effort;  and  if  we  fail  to  realise 
aaid  act  on  this  simple  concept  ion,  the  great  new 
Social  Legislation  may  well  prove  less  effective 
and  far-reaching  in  its  good  results  than  we  had 
hoped. 

To  your  Council* s Sanitary  Inspector,  i\tr.  J,  H. 
Bridge,  MoR.San.I,,  and  to  his  clerical  assistants, 
my  thanlos  are  due  for  the  work  of  the  usual  sterling 
chara.cter  which  they  m£dntained  throughout  the  year; 
and  likewise  to  the  Qlerk  of  the  Council,  the 
Surveyor  £ind  all  other  Officials  v/ho  have  given  me 
generous  support  at  all  times. 

To  you,  Ilr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 
the  sincere  thanks  of  this  Department  are  given  for 
the  courtesy  and  help  you  have  adforded  to  the  Health 
Staff,  and  for  the  interest  vou  have  always  shov/n  in 
matters  relative  to  the  Public  Health  in  the  District.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  GENERALLY. 


In  reviewing  the  prevalence  of  notifiable 
infectious  diseases  (and,  in  particular,  polio- 
myelitis) during  the  year  1947»  only  one  case  was 
established  in  connection  vc.th  the  period  of 
epidemic  poliomyelitis.  It  was  an  acute  encephalitis 
more  like  encephaditis  lethcrgica  than  anything  else 
clinically.  One  or  two  other  suspected  ca.ses  were 
seen  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  v/ith  practitioners 
but  poliomyelitis  was  not  diagnosed.
